One of the recommendations of the commission, how¬ 
ever, was that corporations be permitted to furnish 
programmes, for which they could lake credit, as 
long as they did not indulge in the direct form of 
advertising. • 

-Premier Bennett says he has received many com¬ 
munications on this subject of nationalizing radio 
broadcasting—some in favor and some against. One 
of the chief objections advanced is that a nationally- 
owned and nationally-operated system might be used 
for the dissemination of political propaganda. As 
to this objection, however, it should be noted that the 
repor( of the Royal Commission—which the govern¬ 
ment "would taka ar ils guide in the drafting of legis¬ 
lation—recommends the appointment of a board 
similar to that which is responsible for the adminis¬ 
tration of the Canadian National Railways, on which 
each province in the Dominion would be represented.

But 
that's no reason why the comedian 
shouldn’t try to get fresh, really 
humorous material; and 1 always strive 
to give “iiggs” funny lines, even 
though he can get away with his Irish 
personality alone, many times. 

This matter of making a comic strip 
• many ■ ot gagging it. as cne artists 
ooy—i, tha biggest problem a young 
cartoonist has to face. 

No matter how well drasm or how 
ludicrous the characters in a strip are, 
they can scarcely achieve a long-con¬ 
tinued popular success without a scries 
pf intrinsically funny situstions and 
things to say. Comic artiato with real 
talent have run aground in their ca¬ 
reers for lack of go od “gags,” 

I be lieve this problem, like many 
—therr thgt beeet the embryo comic 
artist, can bo solved by a sensible at¬ 
tack upon it. No one with a gift for 
• humorous drawing ought to fail be¬ 
cause of a tack of materiai. The air 
ia full of it—the conversation in homes, 
restaurants and trains abounds with 
it. From such sources are good strips 
born snd old ones carried on. 

In previous articles in thia series I 
have told of many of the short-cuts 
comic artists take to enliven their crea¬ 
tions. I have said very little about 
"gagging" the strip, which is, in the 
final analysis, the most important job 
of ail. A comic strip withoot a hang¬ 
up finish is o failure 
for that day. 

Before any car¬ 
toonist can be sure of 
a steady source of

How Plants Awaken to Life Explained by Connell 


"THE HEIGHT THAT LIKE FOREVER 
IN THE LIGHT” 

When the root has got well started on Its way 
the young bean begins its upward growth and. 
arching its back, ao to speak, it breaks through 
the roll, taking up with It the seed-leaves or 
cotyledons from which It has all the while been 
drawing its subsistence Reaching the surface the 
cotyledons slip from the outer coat, while be¬ 
tween them appears the plumule. The old coat 
la quickly discarded, the stem straightens itself, 
and now the plumule, expanded Into two green 
leaves with a bud between, rises above the de¬ 
pleted seed-leavee. They. too. temporarily assume 
a gr eat tinge, but their days are numbered, they, 
have r Tved their purpose of foster-mother to the 
Infeni plant; they have seen It reach upward

THE GROWING POINT* AND REGIONS 

This aptitude of growing cells to change their 
office u a very important one In the reproduction 
of plant* by cuttings, but It is related to tho 
whole of vegetative life. The growing parte of 
plants are the tips of the main sboot. the stem*, 
and branches, and of the corresponding part* of 
the root, the Up* of tap-root, lateral*, and their 
branches.

In perennials like our northern trees each year 
sees a definite addition to the diameter. Tho 
cambium or layer of growing tissue grows by tho 
continuous division of the cells thin-walled and 
flushed with vigorous protoplasm. Th* new wood 
offspring u porous, full of many large conduct¬ 
ing tubes; the later or summer wood 1* more 
abundant In wood fibres and the conducting parte 
are proportionately am all and scarce. Hence tho 
spring wood la lighter In color than th* summer 
a* a rule, and the latter by lta density gives tho 
outer edge of what Is known as an annual ring. 
Sometimes under condition* of drought or tries eg 
plague followed by rain and warmth two small 
rings may be formed in a year, but most of tho 
rtage are without doubt annual ones. This may 
be tested by comparing she number of rings la a 
young coniferous tree with the number of branch 
whorls Immediately above or on th* next adja¬ 
cent stem. The bark grows from the cambium, toot 
on the outer aide of the cambium ring, but tho 
character of the tissues la such that the lines of 
growth are not easily discerned. In the laner 
bark the manufactured sap chiefly travels. W« 
have thus In the cambium an excellent example 
of tb* differentiation in form and office of pod- 
inf cells, as clear In its way as that shown m 
root* from stem cuttings. 


will find two large aeed-leavea or cotyledons, their 
thickness due to the store of food contained in 
them and not Intended for man or beast, but for 
tb* nourishment of the embryo when It awakes 
from it* brief sleep and proceeds to grow. Th« 
aeed-leavea in the bean are part of the embryo, 
but in th* cereal* and grasses, os you may see by 
examining a grain of wheat or Indian corn, the 
tiny embryo Is separated from Its food-store by a 
partition through which It must, when the time 
for use comes, draw It forth. This partition Is *- 
single cotyledon or seed-leaf. 

Opening the seed-leaves carefully you will find 
between them a pair of pale yellow leaves, very 
small but plainly marked with vein* and neatly 
folded. Near the base of th# leaves, where they 
Join the aeed-leavea. there extends at an angle to 
them the smooth, white, slander little root or 
••radicle.” Here. then, w* have the whole struc¬ 
ture of thr ftmife-phHrt* in a nutshell—quite liter¬ 
ally so If we take an acorn or chestnut The 
folded leaves are the \ipward-growtng portion of 
th* plant's axis, seeking light atel air. the radicle 
la the downward-growing part that search?* for 
darkness and moisture. Indeed. If we open the 
folded leaves and examine their points of unloa 
with the exla. we shall be able to make out the 
buds or growing point that will determine the 
plant's farm. These leave* are collectively called 
the “plumule,” or Tittle feather.” 

U la interesting to note here that ths cotyledon, 
or seed-leaf provides one of the most stroftgly- 
marked distinctions among flowering plants. The 
great family of the grasses, with such allies as the 
lilies, amaryllises, and Irises, the sedges and 
rush**, the palms, bananas and pineapples, all of 
which stand for separate fapilllea. possess only 
one seed-leaf In the embryo. They have, almost 
universally, leaves with parallel veins, their flower 
parts are usually in three or multiples of three, 
their bundles of conducting tissue are closed and 
scattered instead of forming rings, and their roots 
are fibrous. Those plants with two seed-leaves in 
the embryo usually have net-veined leaves, their 


of cur wild flowers are formed early In th* sum¬ 
mer or even* In the spring, but if they were to 
germinate as soon as favorable conditions arrived, 
a warm rain such as occasionally falls In June or 
July might cause their germination and they 
would be killed Inevitably In the heat and drought 
of late summer. But the resting period allotted 
to them by Nature restrains them until th* winter 
rains come, and then every crevice in the rocks 
and every available corner la green with the little 
seedlings. 

Th* awakening depend* on favorable condi¬ 
tions. Seed* may lie asleep for many years, but 
by no means all seeds. The heaviest sleeper* are 
those of the bean end mustard families; some of 
the former have been found capable of germina¬ 
tion after t*o centuries. Seeds of weeds such as 
pigweed, mustard, common sorrel, ahephsrd'a- 
purse and evening primrose will survive a thirty

F OD-MAKINO by a plant is preliminary to 
growth, but in the life-history of an individ¬ 
ual plant the order la reverted. Even in cuttings 
there la some store of prepared and ready-made 
food from which the new growth of callus and 
root proceeds. But the dependence of growth on 
food already made la best seen in a germinating 
seed, which Indeed Is an excellent Illustration of 
the process** X described last week. 

lha formation of a seed, la p recede d by ths 
paltinstlon of the pistil of a flower. TWr pollen 
is highly nitrogenous and forms a food much 
valued by bees for their young. The minute 
grains of which It consists may fall on the stigma 
of the flower that supplies the pollen, and th* 
pis ill is then said to be "self-pollinated.” More 
g e ner ally the grains-are carried by tb* wind or 
by insect*, and come in contact with the pistil 
ml other flowers than the-on*, from which they 
have come. It the flowers are on the same plant

Ths immediate causes of germination, those 
which may be said to pliy the part of alarm- 
clock to the sleeper, are three.

The water passes 
through these coals to the inner cell* and by 
distending them makes it possible for them to 
awaken and begin their activities.

Then the toil temperature must be suitable to 
the partlculsr kind of seed. Generally speaking, 
somewhere between 50 and 70 degrees Fahrenheit 
will be found to give reasonable quickness of ger¬ 
mination for our common seeds.

Expert- 
menu ahow that no matter In what position a 
seed Is placed the customary direction of the root 
will assert Itself, snd one need not look to ths 
laboratory alons for evidence: In garden, field 
and wood seeds may be seen adroitly adjusting 
themselves to the uprtdi* dnwa position in which 
they have com* to rest, snd by twist* and rum* 
preparing their radicles for th# vertloal down¬ 
ward thrust.

Ths 
sturdy bog-loving Labrador-tea winds like a 
honeysuckle round the sheltering pine, and as for 
the coniferous trees themselves X must refer my 
readers to the photographs and explanations of 
my friend Mr. C. C. Pemberton, whose writings 
on throe r "twlnera” are internationally known. 

Wh*t I wrote last week about food manufac¬ 
ture by the green leaves explain*-the plant** seek¬ 
ing for light and why the unfurling of the plu¬ 
mule marks a new era In the plant's'life. Hence¬ 
forth our bean Is : self-supporting being with the 
responsibilities of life before It and upon it. The 
light acts a* a stimulus upon the sensitive proto¬ 
plasm of the shoot cells, and aaray the plant grows 
after it.

"The economics 
of the operation are such that no 
transatlantic service could afford to 
operate without using the service.
